Blnoe  It  U  required  by  law 
that  persons  donating  blood  be 
twenty-one  years  ot  age,  or  hare 
signed  statements  by  their  par¬ 
ents  giving  them  permission  to 
donate  blood,  the  committee  de¬ 
cided  upon  a  method  of  getting 
in  touch  with  the  parents  of 
the  oollege  students  who  wish 
to  cooperate  in  the  program. 
Parental  permission  slips  are 
available  In  the  office  of  the 
dean  of  men. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  twen¬ 
ty-five  per  cent  of  the  st<  m  body 
should  give  blood  each  year.  This 
would  be  equivalent  to  each  college 
student  giving  one  pint,  of  blood 
during  the  four  years  tliat  he  Is 
In  school. 

To  give  blood,  one  must  weigh 
at  least  one  hundred  and  ten 
pounds  and  be  under  fifty-nine 
years  of  age.

Tests  Show 

Physiologists  and  nutritionists  at  a  prom¬ 
inent  medical  school  jointly  conducted  studies  on 
the  effects  of  different  breakfast  habits. 

Tests  showed  that  when  the  subjects  had 
had  breakfast  they  were  able  to  do  more  work 
and  think  and  act  more  quickly;  they  were  also 
calmer  and  steadier  during  the  late  morning  hours 
than  when  they  had  just  had  a  cup  of  coffee.

Dr,  Dildine  Presents  Two  Recent  Writers 

For  High  Mediatory  Service 

In  his  EMPEROR  AND  THE  GALILEAN  Hendrik  Ibsen  has  Julian 
saying  to  Maximus,  "Yes,  this  Jesus  Christ  Is  the  greatest  rebel  that  ever 
lived."  Rebel?  That  Is  not  what  Pontius  Pilate,  another  long  famous 
Roman  judge,  said.  A  brief  personal  Interview  left  this  Roman  declar¬ 
ing,  "I  find  no  fault  In  him.”  Thus  do  judgments  often  reveal  the  judge 
more  than  they  do  the  man  before  the  bar.  Present  day  scholars  are  well 
aware  that  while  we  are  learning  about  our  real  world  as  humans  meet 
It  there  are  many  expressions  of  opinion  about  Jesus,  varying  from  each 
other  as  widely  and  as  sharply  as  did  those  held  by  ancient  rulers. 

Jesus  of  all  the  great  spirits  of  the  classical  age  has  won  widest  ap¬ 
proval  for  the  sanity  ard  deep  understanding  of  his  advices  relating  to 
the  difficulties  of  Individual  and  social  well  being.  Tire  problems  which 
he  faced  were  local  In  setting  and  detail  but  perennial  In  their  signifi¬ 
cance  for  man  In  any  environment  and  in  any  era. 

We  could  use  scholars  who  can  be  at  once  the  friend  to  man 
and  contemporary  spirits  to  both  the  1950’s  and  the  30  A.  D’». 
They  could  help  us  bridge  the  gap  of  the  years  and  relieve  the 
blindness  of  our  pride  over  being  such  great  superior  moderns. 
Editorial  limitations  are  Imperative.  Only  two  recent  writer*  are 
presented  for  the  examination  of  their  work  and  for  recognition  for 
places  In  this  high  mediatory  service.  Edgar  Johnson  Goodspeed,  master 
of  Greek  and  of  English,  gives  us  the  atmosphere  of  contemporary 
thinking  In  the  225  pages  of  his  volume  entitled  A  LIFE  OF  JESUS. 
Harry  Emerson  Fosdlck  only  four  years  ago  published  the  results  of  his 
analysis  of  the  responses  made  by  several  groups  of  contemporaries  of 
Jesus  under  the  title  THE  MAN  FROM  NAZARETH. 

Chapter  by  chapter  Dr.  Fosdlck  deals  with  the  Issues  arising 
from  distinct  group  pre-judgments.  There  are  the  admiring  as¬ 
sociates  hoping  for  an  Impossible  future;  great  crowds  fascinated 
by'  the  well-told  stories  and  almost  Insane  In  an  enthusiasm  for 
sharing  a  supposed  source  for  loavei  and  fishes  without  labor; 
scribes  and  Pharisees,  legalists,  coldly  Interpreting  and  merciless¬ 
ly  enforcing  an  Impossible  code;  the  Sadducees,  rulers  of  the 
temple;  and  nationals,  fattening  on  the  bounties  of  appointments 
from  the  Romans;  publicans  and  other  oppressed  groups,  victims 
of  prejudice  and  hungry  for  being  understood  and  sharing  in 
some  genuine  friendship. 

Dr.  Goodspeed  In  his  satisfying  narrative  and  Dr.  Fosdlck  In  his 
provocative  analysis  Inspire  the  feelings  of  reality  and  freshness  as  the 
volumes  are  read. — Harry  G.  Dildine. 


Board  of  Regents 
Adopts  New  Rules 
On  Motor  Vehicles 

The  Board  of  Regents  at  Its  last 
meeting,  March  17,  adopted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  rules  and  regulations  con¬ 
cerning  the  operation  and  owner-1 
ship  of  motor  vericles  upon  the 
campus  of  the  college. 

(1)  Every  student  enrolled  in 
the  college,  every  pupil  enrolled  in 
the  Horace  Mann  School,  or  em¬ 
ployee  of  the  college  who  is  the 
owner  of  a  motor  vehicle  or  who 
operates  a  motor  vehicle  upon  the 
college  campus,  shall  flic  an  appll 
cation  for  registration  of  such  mot¬ 
or  vehicle  with  the  Registrar  of  the 
college  within  one  week  after  the 
commencement  of  the  operation  of 
•uch  motor  vehicle  upon  the  camp¬ 
us. 

(3)  Upon  filing  such  application, 
a  certificate  shall  be  Issued  to  the 
applicant,  and  shall  be  kept  on  the 
person  of  such  applicant  at  all 
times  while  the  applicant  is  oper¬ 
ating  the  motor  vehicle  upon  the 
campus.  Such  certificate  may  be 
revoked  upon  the  violation,  by  the 
applicant  or  operator  of  said  motor 
vehicle,  of  any  rule  or  regulation 
contained  in  this  resolution  and  re¬ 
lating  to  the  operation  and  park¬ 
ing  of  motor  vehicles  on  the  college 
campus. 

(3*  All  employees  of  the  college 
shall  have  the  authority  to  make 
written  complaints  concerning  the 
violation  of  any  traffic  rule  or  reg¬ 
ulation  contained  in  this  resolu¬ 
tion.  and  such  complaints  shall  t» 
filed  with  the  Police  Department 
of  the  City  of  Maryville  for  action 
against  such  violator. 

(4)  Every  person  operating 
a  motor  vehicle  on  tlie  college 
campus  shall  drive  In  a  care¬ 
ful  and  prudent  manner,  shall 
exercise  the  highest  degree  of 
care,  and  shall  drive  at  a  rate 
of  speed  not  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  (251  miles  per  hour. 

(5i  All  vehicles  not  In  motion 
shall  be  placed  In  recognized  park¬ 
ing  areas  on  the  college  campus 
and  shall  not  be  parked  In  any 
other  place  on  the  campus. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  resolu¬ 
tion,  recognized  parking  areas  on 
the  campus,  shall  Include  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  Tlie  area  south  of  the  gym¬ 
nasium  lying  south  of  College  Ave¬ 
nue;  the  area  along  the  north  edge 
of  the  driveway  west  of  the  gym- 
nalsunr,  the  area  north  of  Horace 
Mann  School;  the  area  north  of 
the  Library  building;  the  area 
north  of  the  Administration  build¬ 
ing  north  to  the  railroad  bridge; 
the  area  along  the  walk  on  the 
north  side  of  Residence  Hall  front 
lawn;  the  area  north  of  the  Men’s 
Quadrangle  south  edge  of  Memor¬ 
ial  Drive;  the  area  along  the  walk 
from  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
Library. 

It  shall  be  a  specific  viola¬ 
tion  of  these  traffic  rules  to 
park  a  motor  vehicle  In  any  of 
the  traffic  ways  of  the  camp¬ 
us,  in  the  driveway  or  turn¬ 
-around  at  the  Student  Union 
building  or  at  the  east  door  of 
the  Administration  building, 
or  In  the  driveway  west  of  the 
gymnasium  (except  at  the  ex¬ 
treme  north  end  thereof),  or  In 
the  driveway  or  turn-around  at  , 
Horace  Mann  School,  Including 
the  space  In  the  Horace  Mann 
driveway  Just  to  the  west  of  the 
curbing  which  is  the  western 
boundary  of  the  Horace  Mann 
parking  area. 

Registration  of  cars  will  start  In 
the  fall.  The  other  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  will  go  Into  effect  as  rapid¬ 
ly  as  possible.

Other  Ideals  they  have  set 
up  are  to  help  the  College  main¬ 
tain  and  make  the  Heights  more 
attractive  and  to  present  a  planned 
program  of  recreation  for  the  resi¬ 
dents. 

The  organization  also  gives 
the  students  living  In  the  area 
an  opportunity  to  participate 
In  a  model  city  government,
